Hundreds of v olunteers hav e 
conv erged on the mouth of the 
lagoon 20 miles north of San 
Francisco in an attempt to pre­ 
v ent an inch-thick slick result­ 
ing from a tanker collision from 
entering 
the 
bird 
feeding 
grounds. 
A floating boom was placed 
across the mouth of the lagoon. 
Workers spread straw on the 
oil, then raked the oil-saturated 
straw astfore by the tons. 
An estimated 1,500 oil-cov ered 
birds 
hav e 
been 
brought 
to 
cleaning stations set up through­ 
out the region, but ex perts say 
they are afraid more than 9 0 
per cent will die. 
Dr. Martin Griffin, a director 
of the Audubon Cany on Ranch 
near the lagoon, said oil could 
poison v ital marine life in the 
mud, such as ghost shrimp, a 
primary food for the birds. 
The Audubon Cany on Ranch 
is the last major Pacific Coast 
nesting colony for the great blue 
heron and the egret, which get 
most of their food from Bolinas 
Lagoon, Griffin said. 
Herns are now returning to 
their t r a d i t i o n a l nesting 
grounds, and the egret are ex ­ 
pected within a few weeks, said 
Clerin Zumwalt, ranch natural­ 
ists. None of the herons hav e j 
been coaled with oil y et, he J 
said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Wage-earners should not be con­ 
sidered Ohio’s main source of 
revenue, the c i t i z e n s Task 
Force on Tax Reform was told 
Wednesday. 
And organized labor will be 
against any state income tax 
until existing tax loopholes are 
plugged, said Warren Smith, 
secretary-treasurer of the Ohio 
AFL-CIO. 
Smith said present state and 
local taxes put the burden on 
those “with the least ability to 
pay.” 
He said a tax package pro­ 
posed by the AFL-CIO would 
put a tax on corporation income 
and lower real estate taxes for 
the elderly. 
“Labor’s tax reform package 
is no cure-all for Ohio’s tax 
problems,” Smith told the com­ 
mittee. “It is just another stop­ 
gap measure to avoid a revenue 
crisis.” 
Smith was one of nine witnes­ 
ses at Wednesday’s hearings. 
The committee will end its hear­ 
ings next week and begin pre­ 
paring a report for Gov. John 
J. Gilligan. 
Gilligan has said he may or 
may not accept the group’s 
recommendations. He is known 
to favor a corporation income 
tax and an individual income

needed. 
John C. Mahaney Jr., repre­ 
senting the Ohio State Council 
of Retail Merchants, told the 
committee t h e personal prop­ 
erty tax was “oppressive” to 
businessmen a n d should be 
eliminated.

House Moves To Loosen 
Grip Of Senior Members 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
Democrat« 
and 
Republicans 
have tak en first steps to loosen 
the grip of the seniority system 
on committee assignments, but 
no big changes are lik ely for a 
while. 
Acting in separate party cau­ 
cuses Wednesday, the two par­ 
ties approved new rules giving 
members a vote on committee 
chairmen who now are selected 
solely on the basis of seniority. 
Democrats also lim'ted each 
member to one subcommittee 
chairmanship, a move that 
will 
open up about 40 prised chair­ 
manships to junior membtrs. 
Republicans, 
whose 
caucus 
was mark ed by a close fight b e 
tween conservatives and liber­ 
als over a top party office, fin­ 
ished their work but Democrats 
adjourned a 12-hour session still 
not ready for the opening of the 
)2nd congress at noon today. 
Although 
seniority 
changes 
approved by each party are 
minimal, their adoption is a 
triumph for younger members 
who pushed for the reforms 
aga nst stubborn resistance by 
party elders. 
The GOP proposal, requiring 
an automatic secret vote in the 
party 
caucus on top-rank ing 
committee members, appears to 
be more effective than the Dem­ 
o crats’ which would put the 
choice of a chairman to a vote 
only if 10 members request it. 
However, it is somewhat eas­ 
ier for the Republicans, who as 
a minority party have no chair­ 
men, to tak e a stronger stand 
against them. 
In either case, given the 50- 
year stranglehold of the seniori­ 
ty system on the House, few 


challenges are lik ely to be made 
and even fewer to succeed. 
Only one chairman faces the 
prospect of a serious challenge 
this 
session—Rep. 
John 
Mc­ 
Millan, D-S.C., chairman of tho 
District of Columbia Commit­ 
tee.

The present national rate of 
unempioymert is 6 per cent of 
the labor force; thus the grants 
would be available to area« with 
an 8.5-per cent rate.

He said $25 million appro­

United States has let a convict­ 
ed Soviet spy temporarily

turn to the Soviet Union to visit 
his sick father, the State De- 
partment says. 
Press Officer Robert J. Mc- 
Closk ey said Wednesday Igor A. 
Ivanov, sentenced in 19 6 4 to a 
20-year jail term, was allowed 
to go in Russia and stay until 
his presence is required back to 
the United States for 
a court 
hearing. 
Ivanov left from New York 
Wednesday night. He had been 
free on ball pending an appeal 
but was barred by court order 
from going outside the New 
York City. Glen Cove, Long Is­ 
land or New Jersey areas. Iv a­ 
nov was staying at the Glen 
Cove suburban estate of the So­ 
viet mission to the United Na­ 
tions. 
McClosk ey said 
the Soviet 
government had ask ed permis* 
s on for Ivanov’s return on a 
number of occasions. He said 
“there was no deal involved” 
for reciprocal return of an 
American from the Soviet Un 
ion. 
The press officer said 
other 
reasons also were involved in 
the decision to allow Ivanov to 
return but declined to spell out 
what those reasons were. 
The Justice Department said 
the court order, in 
Newark , 
N.J., which permitted Ivanov to 
return to the Soviet Union in­ 
cluded a stipulation signed by 
him that he will return to the 
United States when directed by 
the court. 
Russian ambassador Anatoly 
F. Dobrynin also sent a tetter to 
the court, giving assurances 
that Ivanov will not violate the 
conditions of his bail.

WASHINGTON (AP) — House

Although seniority 
changes 
approved by each party are 
minimal, their adoption is a 
triumph for younger members 
who pushed for the reforms 
aga nst stubborn resistance by 
party elders. 
The COP proposal, requiring 
an automatic secret vote in the 
party caucus on top-ramking 
committee members, appears to 
be more effective than the Dem­ 
ocrats’ which would put tho 
choice of a chairman to a vote 
only if IO members request it. 
However, it is somewhat eas­ 
ier for the Republicans, who as 
a minority party have no chair­ 
men, to take a stronger stand 
against them.

Big Public Works Measure 


For Jobless Areas Pushed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress was asked today to ap­ 
prove $950 minion in federal 
grants for public works projects 
in areas of severe unemploy­ 
ment. 
In communities with at least 
8.75-per cent unemployment last 
year, the bill would allow the 
federal government to finance 
80 per cent of the cost of perm a- 
lent public facilities ready for 
construction. 
In a nod to the financially de­ 
pressed construction industry, 
prof ore: ce would be given pro­ 
jects in which a high percentage 
of building costs would be for la­ 
bor. 
Rep. John J. McFall, D-Calif., 
introduced the bill in the House 
on the opening day of the 92nd 
Congress and said 
he expects 
150 House members to sign the 
bill. 
The Senate version will be 
sponsored 
by Sen. 
Jennings 
Randolph. D-W.Va., chairman 
of the Public Works Committee. 
The bill is a liberalized ver­ 
sion of ar antirecession public 
works measure introduced last 
year by House Democratic Lead­ 
er Carl Albert of Oklahoma and 
Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan. 
The new bill eliminates two 
sections which came under at­ 
tack last year. Ore would have 
limited a state’s share of the 
public works fund to IO per cent. 
The other would have required 
states or local subdivisions to 
guarantee the subsidised project 
would not cause a reduction in 
other planned construction. 
The $960 million would remain 
authorized until spent, with no 


time limit, in areas whose un- 
employ me t rate was 150 per 
cent of the national average in 
either of the two most recent 
fiscal years. 
The present national rate of 
unum ploy me rt is 6 per cent of 
the labor force; thus the grants 
would be available in areas with 
an 8.5-per cent rate. 
Rep. Harold T. Johnson, D* 
Calif., a co-sponsor of the bill, 
also urged President Nixon to 
release withheld public wrorks 
construction funds for federal 
projects. 
He said S25 million appro­ 
priated by Congress for con­ 
struction projects for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year has been frozen 
by executive order, while one 
out of every three construction 
workers in the nation is out of 
work.

On Park Fee Hikes 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-No 
one appeared at a public hear­ 
ing Wednesday to argue against 
proposed hikes in cabin and 
camping fees at Ohio's 58 state 
parks. 
“We only got one telegram.

ters opposing the increases,” 
said Ralph Vanzant, assistant 
chief of the Ohio Division of 
Parks and Recreation. 
Proposals call for campsite 
rents to climb by 25 to 50 cents 
over the current $1 to $2 daPy 
rates.

Closkey said Wednesday Igor A. 
Ivanov, sentenced in 1964 to a 
20-year jail term, was allowed 
to go in Russia and stay until 
his presence is required back in 
the United States for 
a court 
hearing. 
Ivanov left from New York 
Wednesday night. He had been 
free on bail pending an appeal 
but was barred by court order 
from going outside the New 
York City. Glen Cove, Long Is­ 
land or New Jersey areas. Iva- 
nov was staying at the Glen 
Cove suburban estate of the So- 
| viet mission to the United Na­ 
tions. 
McCloskey said 
the Soviet 
government had asked permis- 
s on for Ivanov’s return on a 
number of occasions. He said 
“there wras no deal involved” 
for reciprocal return of an 
American from the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
The press officer said 
other 
reasons also were Involved in 
the decision to allow Ivanov to 
return but declined to spell out 
what those reasons were. 
The Justice Department said 
the court order, In 
Newark, 
N.J., which permitted Ivanov to 
return to the Soviet Union in­ 
cluded a stipulation signed by 
him that he will return to the 
United States when directed by 
the court. 
Russian ambassador Anatoly 
F. Dobrynin also sent a letter to 
the court, giving assurances 
that Ivanov will not violate the 
conditions of his bail. 
Ivanov was arrested Oct. 29, 
1963, along with John W. Buten­ 
ko, an American employed as 
an electrical eng’neer. The FBI 
said it seized a brief case con­ 
taining two documents relating 
to a secret Air Force project in­ 
volving the command and con­ 
trol system of the Strategic Air 
Command. 
Butenko was sentenced to 30 
years in prison and is still in 
confinement.

NEW YORK (AP) - Don’t 
blame y ourself for failhg to un­ 
derstand the true condition of 
the economy . Even in the best 
informed circles, it appears, 
there is some confusion. 
In December, the Commerce 
Department unveiled in its lob­ 
by a calculator with a m am ­ 
moth sigh board proclaiming tic 
“growing” volume of the na­ 
tion’s output of goods and serv- 
ices. 
The ceremony was accompa­ 
nied by much fanfare. President 
Nix on was there and it w*.* an­ 
nounced proudly that the Gross 
National Product had achieved 
a rate of $1 trillion a y ea:*, or 
that it had nearly doub.ed in 10 
y ears. 
But now the same Commerce 
Department has announced that 
while the calculator was busily 
adding 
up 
numbers 
for 
an 
impressionable 
audience, 
the 
actual size of the Gross National 
Product was falling, and at a 
shocking rate. 


The calculator’s figures in. 
eluded price inflation. 'Hie real 
GNP, with inflation removed, 
fell 3.3 per cent in the October- 
December q uarter, the sharpest 
drop in 11 y ears. 
Moreover, the GNP fell for 
the y ear by one-half per cent, 
the first decline for an entire 
y ear since 1958 . In the final 
q uarter of 1970, the real GNP 
was at an annual rate of $721.3 
bilPon. rather than $1 trillion. 
In counting inflation as part of 
the GNP, the producer of the 
calculator may be compared to 
a worker bragging that his pay ­ 
check is bigger every y ear be­ 
cause he has a costoflivmg 
clause in his contract, ig norant 
of the fact that his buy ing power 
remains the same. 
That brings up another com­ 
plication in our understanding 
of the economy . The inflation 
that distorted the GNP figures 
had nevertheless been receding, 
we had believed, but Commerce 
Department figures show that 


near the close of the y ear price 
increases were accelerating. 
For all 1970, prices rose 5.3 
per cent, but in the final q uarter 
the rate jumped to 5.7 per cent 
after having fallen to 4.6 per 
cent three months earlier. 
The picture isn’t ail bad. how­ 
ever. The long depressed hous­ 
ing picture brightened consider­ 
ably in December, with the rate 
of starts risiifg to nearly 2 mil­ 
lion units, compared with about 
1.4 million a y ear earlier. 
This still leaves the pace of 
housing construction below what 
many ex perts feel is needed, but 
it is an encouraging trend, not 
only for those who need better 
housing but for those who fore­ 
cast the surge. At least one fore­ 
cast came true. 
The drop in interest rates also 
is encouraging and somewhat 
astonishing, too. Few analy sts 
could have foreseen such a dra­ 
matic plunge as has occurred In 
almost every area of the money 
market.

throughout the world, and its 
success is repeated every where. 
A firm rule of wisdom is that 
any medical information known 
by one person alone, and 
ex ­ 
clusively used by him, must be 
suspect. 
I am aware of the socalled 
cellular 
treatment 
that 
y ou 
mention. 
It has 
found 
en­ 
thusiastic response with some 
people; but stay aw-ay from it. 
for it will only be accompanied 
by disappoinitiment and by ex ­ 
penditures of time and money . 
You may ask why there are 
e n t h us i a s t i c “recovered” 
patients 
who 
have 
had 
the 
cellular treatment. 
U n do ub t e dl y , 
t h e s e 
“recovered” 
patients 
would 
have recovered had they been 
given even simple sugar water 
at these ex pensive and distant 
treatment centers. 
Some people “recover” from 
t*heir diseases more rapidly if 
their financial outlay is greater, 
and the treatment center is not 
available to every one. 
This form of medical snob­ 
bery then makes these patients 
members 
of 
the 
“ex clusive 
club,” and soon they become 
self-appointed 
public relations 
agents. 
The psy chological benefits are 
sometimes great for those who 
seek far-distant cures. It 
takes 
t/iem away from the Stresses 
within their family and from 
the pressures of their family 
and from the pressures of their 
jobs. 
When real organic disease is 
present, however, there is a 
built-in danger of running from 
doctor to doctor and town to 


town, while valuable time is 
being lost — time that might 
well be spent in uncovering the 
basic 
cause 
of 
y our 
wife’s 
condition. 
Unfortunately , there are still 
many incomplete answers to 
medical problems. This makes 
the cure of y our wife’s condition 
so difficult.

Richard Burton, Elizabeth Tay - 
lor, Elvis Presley , Sidney Po- 
itier. 
Look what’s happening now. 
Julie Andrews hasn’t made a 
movie in two y ears. She was re­ 
ported to do “She Loves Me” 
for MGM and “I Do! I Do!” for 
the Mirisch Co. but both pro­ 
jects were canceled because of 
high costs. 
Elizabeth Tay lor, after five 
successive flops at $L million 
apiece, was inactive for two 
y ears. She now is making a film 
in London, taking a large per­ 
centage of the future income 
rather than a salary . 
Husband Richard Burton is 
also making a London movie at 
no salary . “After this one, I'll 
go back to my million-dollar sa­ 
lary ,” he remarked. Not likely . 
Elvis Presley , one of the first

treatment 
that 
you 
mention. 
It has 
found 
en­ 
thusiastic response with some 
people; but stay away from it. 
for it will only be accompanied 
by disappointment and by ex­ 
penditures of time and money. 
You may ask why there are 
e n t h u s i a s t i c “recovered” 
patients who have had 
the 
cellular treatment. 
U n d o u b t e d l y , 
t h e s e 
“recovered” 
patients 
would 
have recovered had they been 
given even simple sugar water 
at these expensive and distant 
treatment centers. 
Some people “recover” from 
their diseases more rapidly if 
their financial outlay is greater, 
and the treatment center is not 
available to everyone. 
This form of medical snob­ 
bery then makes these patients 
members 
of 
the 
“exclusive 
club,” and soon they become 
self-appointed 
public relations 
agents. 
The psychological benefits are 
sometimes great for those who 
seek far-distant cures. It takes 
them away from the 'stresses 
within their family and from 
the pressures of their family 
and from the pressures of the'r 
jobs. 
When real organic disease is 
present, however, there is a 
built-in danger of running from 
doctor to doctor and town to 


town, while valuable time is

LOS ANGELES (AP)—Four 
young military officers, one an 
Ohioan, called Wednesday for 
an official inquiry into possible 
U.S. war crimes in Indochina 
and whether top U.S. brass are 
responsible.

Enrollment in these school 
districts totals nearly 45,000 
In nearly all the school dis- 
trifts surveyed, even where 
closing is not an immediate

quality of education will suffer. 
Cuts are most readily made 
—and hurt education the worst 
—to teaching staffs. Cleveland, 
Columbus and Cincinnati school 
all plan to trim their staffs to 
1971. 
Even where staff cuts are not 
made, school systems often de­ 
lay hiring new teachers where 


enrollment 
increases 
make 
them necessary. For example, 
Northwest will gain 18 teach­ 
ers this year, but plans had 
called for 38 new teaching posi­ 
tions to handle a bigger student 
load. 
The survey showed that 28 
school systems face budget cuts 
from 1970, budget deficits or 
both in 1971.

SANTA CRUZ CaIL. 'A P) - 
John Linky Frazier, accused of 
murdering five persons in a lux* 
urious hilltop mansion, has en­ 
tered an additional plea of inno­ 
cent by reason of insanity. 
The 24-year old former auto 
mechanic Mitered the plea Tues­ 
day in Superior Court, where he 
had entered an innocent plea 
last Nov. 12. 
Judge Charles F. Franich di­ 
rected that Frazier be examined 
by two psychiatrists and that 
they report their findings 
by 
Feb. 9. 
Frazier is 
accused of the 
deaths last October of wealthy 
eye surgeon Dr. Victor Ohta, 43; 
his wife, Virginia, 43; sons Der­ 
rick, 12, and Taggart, ll, and 
the doctor’s secretary, Dorothy 
Cadwailader, 38. 
They were shot in the head, 
bound with bright scarves and 
their bodies dumped into the 
Ohtas* swimming pod.

man John Waldorf warned, “ lf 
this doesn’t stop the injuries, 
we’ll expand the rule to perhaps 
canning all below-waist Dlock- 
ing.” 
The new blocking change pre­ 
vents what is termed “crack- 
back” blocking toward the line 
of scrimmage below tile waist rn 
an area within five yards of the 
present permitted clipping zone. 
The permissive clipping area 
is four yards on each side of the 
center and three yards on each 
side of the line of scrimmage. 
Although concerned about the 
rising number of knee injuries, 
the college football rules mak­ 
ers held their fire on putting in 
stiffer measure. 
Other rule changes among the 
19 passed concerned punts into 
the end zone and possible short­ 
ening of games through mutual 
consent of the officials and team 
captains. 
Under the new rule 
a punt 
that hits in the end zone without 
touching a player cm the receiv­ 
ing team will be returned to the 
20-yard line. There were in­ 
stances this season where punts 
hit the endzone and spun back 
on the field of play. 
' Under a new rule the referee, 
with the consent of the two team 
captains, can shorten the game 
such as in a runaway score. 
Two rules passed involved the 
shortening of the lcngtn of the 
games.

Also, the 
clock will be stopped alter a 
penalty only until the ball is 
ready for play.

The Schering Corp., ore of 
several manufacturers of per­ 
phenazine, questioned whether 
the tests had any significance 
for humans, the firm said there 
is evidence that ‘‘in women, in­ 
creased 
prolactin 
secretion 
seems to be associated with 
good therapeutic results lh wide­ 
spread breast cancer. 
This is 
in contrast to the rat, where 
increased prolactin appears to 
stimulate the growth of an in­ 
duced mammary tumor,” the 
Schering statement said. 
Dr. Pearson Tooted that pro­ 
lactin is important in stimulat­ 
ing breast growth and helping 
young mothers produce milk, 
but he said “our studies are 
now aimed at finding ways to 
shut off this hormone when it 
is not needed.”
